Stevenson 
has repeatedly asserted that unless 
a bill which would receive approv- 
al of both houses of the Legislature 
was agreed upon beforehand, he 
would not call a special meeting 
of the state's 181 lawmakers.

On the other side of the world

The Anglo-Russian move In send- 


ing expeditionary forces Into Iran 
(Persia), in order to prevent that 


. country from becoming a base for 
Nazi operations, represents a mo- 
mentous strategic move. 


This invasion was hastened by 


the Nazi advance across the Uk- 
raine toward the Persian frontier 
along the Caucasus—a drive which 
appears to contemplate the occupa- 
tion of Persia. 
Britain and the 


Soviet acted, after ample warning, 
when the Persian government re- 
fused to comply with a demand for 
the expulsion of a large number of 
German residents, labeled by the 
allies as fifth-columnists who were 
preparing to co-operate with the 
Nazi army. 


Not only is Hitler headed 
for 
Persia by way of the Caucasus, but 
.there have been Indications that 
he might attack Turkey and cross 
into Persia along the route. Much 
would depend ea the success ef hli 


present offensive against the Redi 
in the Ukraine. 


One reason 
the fuehrer wants 
Persia Is because it is rich In oil, 
an essential of which he is badly 
In need. He Is equally concerned, 
however, with its strategic Import- 
ance In further prosecution of the 
war. 
Persia Is Russia's lifeline to the 


Persian gulf, as has been explained 
In this column before. With the 
Baltic and Black 
Seas virtually 


closed to shipping, and the Far 
Eastern port 
of Vladivostok of 
rather doubtful value because of 
the Japanese crisis, this Persian 
route may easily become vital for 
the movement of American and

REPORTED NAZIS 


BIG GERMAN WAR MACHINE 
DECLARED TO BE ROLLING

BERLIN, Aug.

the Germans said, while in an ad- 
jacent sector a single Nazi Infan- 
try regiment withstood eight as- 
saults and smashed 28 more tanks.
